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DETAILED ACTION 

ART REJECTION: 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1p2(b) as being anticipated by Welch 
etal(5,31 9,363). 

- In considering claim 1 , the claimed subject matter that is met by Welch et al(Welch) 
includes: 

1) the plurality of remote monitoring subsystems including a remote monitoring 
unit, and at least one sensor device associated with a respective patient is met by the 
bedside network(IO) and the patient care device(see: column 4, lines 47 et seq); 

2) the plurality of user notification devices is met by the pocket pagers carried by 
the pager equipped health care providers(see: column 12, lines 65 et seq; column 1, 
lines 1-6); 

3) the central monitoring unit having a graphical user interface is met by the 
workstation(24) including display(24f); 

. 4) the sensor device detecting parameters, the remote monitoring unit receiving 
sensor data, and the graphical user interface providing at least one alarm indication is 
met(see: column 12, lines 47 et seq). 
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- With regards to claims 2-3, the database is met by the memory(58)(see: column 9, 
lines 4-27). 

~ With regards to claims 4-6, the wide area network and periodically transmitting over 
the wide area network is met(see: column 6, lines 24-40). 
~ Claim 7-36 recite subject matter that is met as discussed in claims 1-6 above.
